DEADLY MINE GASES. 

Their Action Upon the Flame of the 
Safety Lamp. 

The safety lamp, n benvy mebil but- 
tern shaped object with a circular 
globe of heavy plate glass, is the only 
Ujrht other than electricity that can be 
safely carried into a gaseous mine. 
The lamps are iit before they are 

are securely locked, that no accident 
or ignorant Intention may expose the 
open flame to the gases of the mine. 
Over a small sooty yellow flume 
which gives a light less bright than 
that of an ordinary candle are two 
wire gauze cones fitting suugl.v Inside 
the heavy globe, and it is through 
these cones that the flume draws the 
air which supports It. The presence of 
black dump, or carbon dioxide, can 
easily be detected, If not bv its odor, bj 
the uetlou of the flame, which grown 
dim and. If the black damp exists In 
any quantity, Is finally extinguished. 
White damp, the highly explosive ga* 
which is most feared, has, on the 
other hand, a totally different effect. 
In the presence of this gas the flame 
of the safety lamp becomes pointed.
